Private Israelis acquire a stake in Taba

Israel's interest in the Taba dis- 
pute was privatized yesterday when 
Red Sea Hotels Ltd., owner of the 
Avia Sonesta Hotel on Taba beach, 
made its initial public offering on 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange. . 
The share and warrants that the 
company sold were snapped up by 
eager investors, including mutual 
funds and other institutions, who 
bid up the tender offer to the maxi- 


mum level permitted under the 
terms of the prospectus. The issue, 
for 17.5 per cent of the firm's equity, 
raised almost NIS 9 million. 

The practical meaning of the offer 
is that thousands of Israelis have 
acquired a stake in the Taba dis- 
pute, either directly through pur- 
chase of Red Sea Hotels shares, or 
indirectly through mutual fond 
holdin; ἐν 

Eli Papushado, the founder and 
owner of the Sonesta chain, who 


retains a majority stake in the com- 
pany even after the public offering, 
confirmed yesterday that he intends 
to distribute millions of shekels in 
accumulated profits to sharehoiders 
at the end of this month. 

Red Sea Hotels owns 84 per cent 
of the Avia Sonesta and 50 per cent 
of the Sonesta Hotel in Jerusalem. It 
also recently bought a 25 per cent 
stake in a company building a 210- 
room hotel on the shore of the Dead 
Sea. 


Olmert may yet seek to run against Koll

The Likud’s Ehud Olmert may 
seek his party's nomination for the 
1988 mayoral elections in Jerusa- 
lem, but he will make no decision 
“until April or May,” he told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Olmert's candidacy became a 
strong likelihood following the de- 


feat of Jerusalem branch chairman ἢ 


Reuven Rivlin on Monday night by 
Shmuel Pressburger, a close asso- 
ciate of Arie] Sharon. The vote was 


50-43. ; 

Olmert said yesterday that prior 
to Monday’s meeting he had served 
notice to branch members that he 
would not consider himself 
by any decision taken there. “I 
didn't even attend the meeting,” 
said Olmert, who belongs to the 
Shamir camp. re

The Likud is said to believe that 
the 1988 Knesset elections will agai 
result in a stalemate, and that Sha- 
mir will work towards another na- 
tional unity government. If that hap- 
pens, Olmert, a successful 

ma lawyer, is not likely to get 
the cabmet seat he is widely be- 
lieved to hanker after. 

As a Knesset member, he would 
also be in difficulties with new rules 
on ethics that would clip his ability 
to give time to his lucrative law prac- 
tice. Being mayor of the capital 
would be an attractive alternative. 

Interviewed by a Galei Zahal re- 
porter soon after his 50-43 defeat, 
Rivlin was bitter. Nearly a year ago. 
he had been cautious, saying thaf it 
was politically ill-advised to run 
against Kollek. But in December he 
bowed to party pressure, because 
Herut had: to put up a candidate 
with a fighting chance. 

Rivin was in a fairly powerful 
position while identified with the 
Shamir camp, but once he switched 


allegiance to David Levy he lost 
some of his clout. The vacillation 
may have been one of the factors 
that cost him the nomination. The 
other was probably Rivlin's own 
doubt that he could really beat 
Kollek. 


Rivlin’s fighting spirit was re- 
stored yesterday morning with the 
rumour that Olmert would also be a 
candidate. Rivlin promptly retaliat- 
ed with the declaration that he 
would do battle against anyone who 
tried to put Pressburger out of the 
running. “It was ἃ democratic elec- 
tion,” he said, “and I'll fight anyone 
who tries to overtum the vote. 
Pressburger is the Likud candidate 
because that's the way the vote 
went.” 


Flattered by Rivlin's stand, Press- 
burger was also astonished to hear 
of Olmert's reported intention. Ol- 


τ mert had told him that he was con- 


sidering standing for mayor, but that 
he would not make a final decision 
till four months before the elections.

Mass refusals to carry identity 
cards and the raising of UN or Pales- 
tinian flags are among the measures 
being weighed by a committee of 15 
prominent Palestinians who are 
planning to announce tommorrow a 
new civil disobedience campaign in 
the territories. 

But while there appears to be mo- 
mentum among pro-PLO elites for 
some sort of non-violent campaign 
to protest against recent killings, ar- 
rests and deportations, more mod- 
erate Palestinians are taking a wait- 
and-see attitude. 

Meron Benvenisti, of the West 
Bank Data Project, also said yester- 

ini: not be 
able to carry out certain civil disobe- 
dience measures, such as a boycott 
of Israeli products or a tax-resis- 
tance movement. - . 

Among the four major East Jeru- 
salem newspapers only Αἱ Fajr, 
whose editor Hanna Seniora is 
among the planners of the cam- 
paign, was planning to give exten- 
sive coverage to the civil disobedi- 
ence proposals in today's editions. 

“It’s better to wait and see how 
serious they are,” said one East Je- 

journalist, explaining his 
doubts. 

Seniora said yesterday that he 
hoped the campaign would launch 
the “ stages of a movement to 
bring about the end of the occupa- 
tion, like the Gandhi movement did 
in India and the black civil rights 
movement did in the U.S.” 

Mubarak Awad, another advo- 
cate of the campaign. said the com- 
mittee was considering dozens of 
ideas for civil disobedience, includ- 
ing measures as simple as mass re- 
fusal to carry identification cards 
and raising UN or Palestinian flags 
as a sign of protest. 

“The jails are full,” Awad said. 
“What are the Israelis going to do if 
T don’t have my ID card, put me in 
jail? If everybody is put in jail, it 
becomes a difficult situation for the 
Israelis.”

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/Youth dies as unrest 


flares again in Gaza

KHAN YUNIS - A Palestinian 
youth was killed and at least a 
dozen people, five of them sol- 
diers, were injured here yester- 
day when unrest suddenly erupt- 
ed throughout the Gaza Strip. 

The youth, Adel Dahalan, 18, 
was a relative of suspected PLO 
youth movement ieader Mo- 
hammed Dahalan, who was de- 
ported several months ago. 

The violence began early yester- 
day in the refugee camp in Khan 
Yunis, following a partial commer- 
cial strike on Monday. Youths 
hurled stones at soldiers, who re- 
sponded with tear-gas, rubber bul- 
lets and water cannon. Towards 


noon, an IDF patrol driving to the 


camp was attacked with stones and 
other debris. 

One of the soldiers was hit in the 
face, but the patrol was unable to 
evacuate him because the vehicle 
could not get past a burning barti- 
cade and a large crowd. 


After firing tear-gas and rubber 


- bullets and shooting into the air in an 


attempt to disperse the crowd, offic- 
ers shot at the legs of the demonstra- 
tors, wounding at least four youths, 
Dahalan among them. 


The wounded demonstrators 
were taken to Nasr Hospital here, 
where Dahalan died shortly after- 
wards. A crowd estimated at over 
1,000 went to the nearby cemetery 
for his burial. After the funeral, a 
mass march back to the town was 
interrupted when marchers threw 
rocks at accompanying IDF troops, 


who replied with tear-gas. 

A senior physician at the hospital 
told The Jerusalem Post that the 
number of wounded may be higher 
than that reported. “But it is impos- 
sible to tell, because families of the 
wounded are taking them to their 
homes. They are afraid that if they 
are hospitalized. the army will take 
down their names and put them on 
trial when they are released.” 

OC Soutbern Command Yitzhak 
Mordechai placed a partial curfew 
on the area. 

In other incidents in the Gaza 
Strip, four soldiers were slightly in- 
jured and at least four demonstra- 
tors suffered gunshot wounds. 

In Gaza City, youths standing on 
the roof of the Salah a-Din mosque 
threw rocks at the Jarge contingent 
of soldiers deployed outside the

U.S. ready to vote against Israel at UN

WASHINGTON -- The Reagan ad- 
ministration was yesterday inclined 
to vote in favour of a draft UN 
Security Counci] resolution de- 
manding that Israel refrain from de- 
porting any Palestinians from the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 
The Security Council convened 


.after midnight to consider the reso- 


lution which labelled deportations 
as violations of international law. 

Israeli officials said they were try- 
ing to persuade the U.S. to abstain 
during the roll call, but they conced- 
ed that they were having little 
success. 

There was no chance, they said, 
that the U.S. would veto the 
resolution. 

Well-placed U.S. officials con- 
firmed that the administration had 
tentatively decided to vote in favour 


οὗ the resolution. They described 


the draft as relatively mild, noting 
that it was carefully written and re- 
flected the longstanding U.S. oppo- 
sition to deportations. 

They acknowledged that the U.S. 
vote in favour of the resolution 
would further anger Israel and strain 
telations between the two countries. 
Two weeks ago, the U.S. abstained 
on a Security Council resolution de- 


ploring Israet's policies in the terri- 
tories. Israel had sought an Ameri- 
can veto. 

But the Americans appear deter- 
mined to avoid being seen as too 
closely aligned with Israel, especial- 
ly in the Arab worid. That was why 


- they were expected to support this 


latest resolution. 

At the State Department yester- 
day moming, spokesman Charles 
Redman insisted that any deporta- 
tions would violate Israel's legal 
commitment to the 1949 Geneva 
Conventions governing military oc- 
cupation. This has been a long- 
standing U.S. position - one that 
Israel rejects. 

“We consider them a violation of 
the Fourth Geneva Convention,” 
Redman said in response to a 
question. 

The New York Times yesterday 
quoted quoted Article 49 of the Ge- 
neva Convention as saying: “Indi- 
vidual or mass forcible transfers, as 
well as deportations of protected 
persons from occupied territory to 
the territory of the occupying power 
or to that of any other country, oc- 
cupied or not, are prohibited, re- 
gardiess of their motive.” 

An unnamed U.S. official told the 
newspaper: “These are people with 
families in the West Bank and Gaza. 


They were brought up there, their 
homes are there.” 

* Inmuted terms, the White House 
yesterday restated its opposition to 
Israel's continued use of lethal force 
in attempting to quell disturbances 
in the West Bank and Gaza. 

Spokesman Marlin Fitzwater, 
briefing reporters at the White 
House, also reiterated the adminis- 
tration’s strong opposition to the 
planned Israeli deportation of nine 
Palestinians from the territories. 

Fitzwater rejected the widespread 
interpretation in the American press 
yesterday that the administration 
has softened its criticism of Israel. 
He said the U.S. position has not 
changed. 

He said that the State Depart- 
ment’s public reaction on Monday 
was “misinterpreted a little bit, be- 
cause the language is almost the 
same as it has been in previous 
days.” He said one sentence wel- 
coming a “general lessening of vio- 
lence” in the territories had been 
“pulled out” of context. 

Thus, a report in yesterday's 
Washington Post said the adminis- 
tration had decided to reduce the 
level of its public criticism of Israel 
in the hope that it would encourage 
the trend to reduced violence.

Cairo police use tear gas to quell anti-Israel demo 


CAIRO - Riot police used batons 
and tear gas yesterday to disperse 
students demonstrating against Isra- 
el’s crackdown on Palestinians in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Police sources and witnesses said 
about 30 students, including at least 
two women, were arrested outside 
the campus of Cairo’s Ein Shams 
University, where the demonstra- 
tion began. 

Peaceful campus protests general- 
ly are tolerated in Egypt, but street 
demonstrations are banned unless 
authorized in advance by the Interi- 
or Ministry, which 5 in charge of in 
temal security. The ban is part of 
emergency regulations in effect 
since Moslem extremists assassinat- 
ed president Anwar Sadat in Octo- 
ber 1981. 

Without referring directly to: yes- 
terday’s student protest, Interior 
Minister Zaki Badr issued a state- 
ment referring to the ban and pledg- 
ing to quell demonstrations “with 
the utmost firmness and severity, 
invoking all powers guaranteed by 
the (emergency) law.” 

Badr said the ban was justified, 
because demonstrations can be “ex- 
ploited by subversive elements in 
order to destabilize the country.” 
‘He warned that security forces 
would “energetically oppose “all 
Lope Gemonstrations and “nnlaw- 

gatherings.”- Badr on Monday 
deciared that the Egyptian govern- 


ment had become the target of Is- 
lamic extremists and leftist groups. 
He pointed to a demonstration Fri- 
day at Ein Shams, organized by 
“certain religious figures, ” that he 
said was aimed at setting fire to the 
main synagogue in downtown Cairo 
as well as shops and businesses. 

Yesterday’s demonstrations were 
the fourth to take place at Ein 
Shams since the outbreak early Jast 
month of violence in the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. Egyptian anti- 
not troops yesterday encircled the 
campus, located in northeastern 
Cairo, and hurled tear gas grenades 
at several dozen students who were 
trying to leave the site, correspon- 
dents said. Reporters and photogra- 
phers were barred from the campus, 
which normally is patrolled only by 
campus security men, but students 
alleged that plainclothes officers 
had entered. 


In. downtown Cairo, about 200 
lawyers staged a peaceful anti-Isra- 
el, anti-American demonstration in 
the garden of the Bar Association 
headquarters, They bummed a paper 
replica of the Israeli flag. 


“No, no to Zionism, no to an 
Israeli embassy,” shouted the pro- 
testers. “Palestine is Arab, not an 
American state, not Israel's baby. 

Other slogans said: “ΝΟ to an Is- 
raeli embassy, no to an American 
embassy, Egypt is still Arab.” 


‘Witnesses said yesterday's protest 
at Ein Shams began when about 500 
students from the university's arts 
and law schools gathered on campus 
at mid-moming, shouting slogans 
condemning Israeli military mea- 
sures against Palestinian protesters. 

The witnesses said the students 


demanded’that relations with Israe] * 


be severed and that the Israeli am- 
bassador to Cairo be expelled. 
Among leaders of the sloganeering 
was Magda el-Sayed, a Palestinian 
woman enrolled at the university's 
law school. ᾿ 

After the campus protest, the 
demonstrators left the grounds and 
marched down the thoroughfare 
linking dowatown Cairo with subur- 
ban Heliopolis, heading for nearby 
Abbassiya Square. 

At an underpass leading onto the 
square, hundreds of riot police 
armed with batons weded into the 
marchers, beating many of them, 
the witnesses said. 

As the students began to disperse, 
police buried tear gas canisters at 
them. Some ran back to the campus, 
and others fled onto side streets. 

There were no immediate reports 
of casualties. 

Witnesses said the demonstrators" 
slogans switched to domestic mat- 
ters after they left campus, targeting 
such complaints as high prices of 
books and meat.

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Mellor’s visit soured after he 
evokes memories of Mandate 


British Minister of State David Mellor 
was in Jerusalem yesterday to discuss mat- 
ters of the day with top Israeli officials. But 
his talks were overshadowed by ringing 
condemnations of his controversial visit on 
Monday to a Gaza refugee camp which, for 
some, evoked memories of the Mandate 
period. 

President Herzog, cabinet ministers and 
MKs deplored Mellor's public upbraiding 
of an IDF officer and his statements on 
Israel's responsibility for the dismal living 
conditions in the refugee camps. 

Mellor's meeting with Prime Minister 
Shamir yesterday afternoon was described 
by Shamir's aides as “formal, correct and 
candid,” words denoting a distinct lack of 
warmth. Shamir did not allude directly. to 
the Gaza incident, commenting only that 
“between friends, differences are aired be- 
hind closed doors.” 


“Shamir spoke like an elder statesman to 


Ἴ asmall child,” said an official following the 


meeting. ; : 
- Sources in the prime minister's bureau 
said that Mellor was only a junior-grade 


cabinet minister and thus unworthy of Sha- 
ident.

More on your humous: Thumbs down 
for Rahmo; Abu Shoukry just ‘edible’

Israel Television's Kolbotek pro- 
gramme last night disclosed the 
names of more famous restaurants 
whose humous was found to have 
very high levels of bacteria, yeast 
and mould and was therefore “unfit 
for consumption.” It also named a 
handful of humous establishments 
that were found to sell a high-quality 


product. 

Those found unfit by the TV pro-_ 
grammers included the famed 
Rahmo restaurant in Jerusalem's 
Mahane Yehuda and Hod Humous 
on Rehov Dizengoff in Tel Aviv. 


Rama, on Jerusalem's Rehov 
Agrippas, was found to have “low- 
quality but edible" humous, and 
both Abu Shoukry in the Old City 
and Karavan Abu Hassan in Tel 
Aviv had too many moulds in their, 
humous, which was still edible, al- 
though not recommended. 

The Mi Va'Mi Paradise restau- 
rant in Tel Aviv's Kiryat Shaul was 
praised as “outstanding™ for its low 
bacteria levels. 

Dr. Alma Avni, head of the 
Health Ministry's Public Health De- 
partment, rejected a claim by Prof. 
Danie) Rachmilevich of Hadassah 


University’s gastro-enterology ser- 
vice that humous with high bacteria 
levels “was not dangerous.” The 
professor had said that there had 
never been proof of a direct connec- 
tion between stomach complaints 
and tainted humous. But Avni said 
that samples with excessive bacteria 
levels were definitely “urifit” for 
consumption. 

__ High levels, according to the min- 
istry spokesman, are a “ ing ᾿ 
light" that food may be tainted by 
even more dangerous things like the 
hepatitis virus because it was pre- 
pared under unsanitary conditions.

Kabul sentences French journalist ‘for spying’ 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter) -- A French 
jouinalist who entered Afghanistan 
with Mosjem rebels was sentenced 
by an Afghan court on Monday to 
140 years in jail for spying and France. 
immediately demanded his release. 
Kabul radio, -nonitored in Islam- 
abad, said’ Alan Guillo. 45, was 
convicted of collecting military se- 
crets and of activities harming the 
interests of the Afghan government. 
The reporter-cameraman was sen- 
tenced by a revolutionary court in 
Kabul. : 
- The French Foreign Ministry de- 


nounced Guillo’s conviction and 
called on Moscow, which backs the 
Kabul government, to secure his im- 
mediate release. 

“French authorities can only ex- 
press surprise and reprobation at the 
conditions under which Guillo was 
charged with spying and convicted,” 
‘it said, noting.that he was tried with- 
out his lawyer being allowed to go to 
Kabul. “France demands that the 
Soviet authorities use their influ- 
ence to free this journalist as soon as 
possible.” 

Guillo was captured in the north- 


eastern province of Faryab on Sep- 
tember 12, when a guerrilla leader 
handed him over to the Kabul au- 
thorities, according to a Soviet 
newspaper. He was one of scores of 
Western reporters, photographers 
and cameramen who have crossed 
into Afghanistan with the anti-Sovi- 
et rebels to report on the nine-year- 
old war.

Shouf Druse dig in after feud over helicopter 


BEIRUT (Renter) - Druse militia- 
men reinforced positions overlook- 
ing their blockaded ports in south 
Lebanon yesterday as no solution 
was found after their week-old feud 
with the military over a helicopter. 

Security sources said fighters of 
the Walid Jumblatt’s Druse Progres- 
sive Socialist Party (PSP) strength- 


-ened artillery positions in the“Shouf 


mountains southeast of Beirut and 
deployed armoured vehicles in the 
foothills. 

The positions overlook Druse 
ports which have been blockaded 
since Saturday by forces loyal to 
Christian President Amin Jemayel 
which are trying to force the Druse 
to return an air force helicopter. 

The French-made Gazelle heli- 
copter gunship was flown to PSP 
territory by a deserting Druse air 
force officer who said that the 
armed forces were biased in favour 
of Jemayel and Christian officers. 

The confrontation between the 
5,000-strong Druse militia and 
15,000-strong Christian-dominated 
army heightened fears of a fresh 
round of bloodshed in Lebanon. 

The PSP, in a statement published 
by newspapers yesterday, said the 


blockade was a declaration of war 
and said the helicopter row should 
be given “its normal size in the 
framework of the search for a politi- 
cal solution.” It said the blockade 
was “planned and coordinated with 
the Israeli enemy as proved by the 
events of the last two days" — a refer- 
ence to Israeli raids in which 26 peo- 
ple were killed. - . 

A military source dismissed this, 
saying that it was only natural that 
they, too, were against any Israeli 
intervention in their country. The 
PSP declared a retaliatory blockade 
of Christian ports north of Beirut 
but has not been able to enforce the 
measure. 


A pro-Syrian source told Reuters 
that the PSP would return the heli- 
copter if the military uncovered the 
kilh.cs of prime minister Rashid 
Kacami, assassinated last June. 
Jurublatt has accused Jemayel of or- 
desing the killing. * 

Thé source said the PSP also 
wanted the military to appoint anew 
Druse chief of staff and immediately 
end the blockade.

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Mellor’s ‘antics’ rapped 
in the British newpapers

LONDON - Foreign Office Minister 
David Mellor appears almost singie- 
handedly to have escalated the war 
of words between two ostensibly 
friendly governments in his com- 

ments on Palestinian refugees. 

Mellor’s comments on living con- 
ditions in the Gaza Strip were the 
top story on every television news 
broadcast on Monday evening. 

His condemnation, in full view of 
television cameras, of an. Israeli 
anny officer drew vigorous rebuttal 
from the Israeli Embassy in Lon- 
don. Charge d'affaires Moshe Raviv 
described the use of “unbalanced 
statements” as encouraging extrem- 
ism and extremist attitudes. 

Mellor himself was unrepentant. 
Asked by a BBC Newsnight report- 
er on Monday evening about his on- 
camera intervention with an IDF of- 
ficer, Mellor responded: “I trust 
that I am not going to be the defen- 
dant in this matter.” He claimed 
that the officer had “presented him- 
self in my path" and that it would 
have been “unrealistic not to have 
some exchange” on the arrest of 2 
Palestinian teenager. 

Some newspapers, notably The 
Times, described Mellor’s remarks 
and behaviour as “antics.” 

The situation in the refugee 
camps, The Times says in its editori- 
al headed “Gltbness in Gaza,” is “a 
good deal more complicated than 
Mr. Mellor seems to think. For him 
to air his opinions 50 glibly raises 
serious questions about his political 
wisdom.” 

The Times stance is echoed by its 
News International stablemate The 
Sun. Mellor, its trenchant editorial 
says, “has no right whatsoever to 
lecture to an Israeli officer on the 
treatment ‘of artested Arabs. His 
boss, Sir Geoffrey Howe, would be 
outraged if some visiting Israeli poli- 
tician told British troops how to be- 
have in the Falls Road in Ulster. We 
hope that when David Mellor re- 
turns, he [Howe] will put this undip- 


lomatic pipsqueak in his place.” 

Even The Guardian, not normally 
noted for its admiration of Israeli 
foreign policy, could not resist a dig: 
“Mellor demanded {an explanation 
from] the nearest Israeli officer, a 

and balding man whose 
halting English and iatalistic shrug 
was Do match for Whitehall’s impe- 
tious emissary.” 

Other comments were equally 
cynical. A Daily Mail cartoon shows 
two deadbeats in an inner city area. 
The caption reads: “With a bit of 
fuck we might get a visit from David 
Mellor.” And a balloon waving on 
the front page of The Independens 
reads: “You have been visited by 
David Mellor Publicity.” 

But some newspapers were less 

thetic to Israel, Two days ago 
The Independent ran a long com- 
mentary by Nicholas Ashford saying 
that Israe] had “outgrown its special 
status... Israel no longer holds a spe- 
cial place in the imagination of the 
‘Western democracies... Israel's fail- 
ure to end its occupation of Gaza 
and the West Bank [for which it is 
not entirely to blame] inevitably 
means that its rulers have to act in 
an increasingly repressive and insen- 
sitive manner. As a result, what 
could be described as the ‘morality 
gap’ between Israel and its Arab 
neighbours has been narrowed.” 

The Sunday Telegraph was even 
more critical. In an assessment of 
“Why the U.S. puts up with naughty 
child Israel,” David Blundy warned 
that Israel's moral capital was in 
danger of becoming seriously 
overdrawn. 

Meanwhile, Anglo-Jewry. al- 
though increasingly uncamfortable 
with the nightly and daily news focus 
on Israel, is not totally unhappy 
about the Mellor affair. It has given 
them a legitimate target to attack 
and shifted the focus of attention, 
while giving people such as Raviv 
and even the newly ennobled Lord 
Jakobovits the opportunity to ex- 
plain the realities of life on the Gaza 
Strip.

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U.S. Jews ‘deeply split’ 
over violence in areas

WASHINGTON - Appearing joint- 
ly-on a very popular nationally tele- 
vised American news programme, 
two prominent American Jewish 
leaders have sharply disagreed 
about the impact that the latest dis- 
turbances in the territories are bav- 
Ing on the American Jewish 

community. 

Rita Hauser, a New York lawyer 
who has been active in the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, and Morris 
Abram. chairman of the Conference 
of Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations, debated the 
issues on Monday night on Public 
Broadcasting’s MacNeil-Lehrer 
Newshour. 

“I would say, very clearly. that 
American Jews have been uneasy 
for a long time.” said Hauser. who 
has also been active in the Interna- 
tional Centre for Peace in the Mid- 
dle East. “The problem has been 
that many have not been willing, 
and are still not willing, to voice that 
uneasiness publicly for fear of un- 
dermining support for Israel and 
causing damage to Israel." 

Hauser maintained that there was 
‘ta deep split among American Jews, 
as there is among Israelis, as to the 
correct course of action. And obvi- 
ously, the violence and the contiou- 


ing upheaval on the West Bank has 
added fuel to this debate, which is 
an agonizing debate.” 

She maintained that israel, by its 
continuing occupation, was losing 
the moral ground. “I don’t think 
there's any question about it.” she 
said. “Israel has to take steps now to 
save itself, in my view. 

“I bave seen for a long time a 
profound, profound difficulty in the 
American Jewish community with 
what is happening in Israel," she 
added. “Out of our love for Israef 
and concern for its future, many of 
us are in deep disagreement with the 
direction that Israel has taken.” 

Hauser said American Jews were 
increasingly uneasy about the long- 
term demographic ramifications 
that Israel's continued occupation of 
the West Bank and Gaza would 
have on the character of the state. 
“Israel has a choice now of being 
either a democratic state or a Jewish 
State, but it can't be both if it intends 
to continue to hold on to and govern 
the West Bank and Gaza,” she said. 
She insisted that by the year 2010, 
“by all estimates, the population 
will be 50-50, and if Israel means to 
be a democratic state, it will have to 
give some voting rights, some civic 
tights to these people under its 
sway, which will impact profoundly 
on the Jewish quality of the state.

on display at Israel Museum

Jewish cooking pots carved from 
soapstone and brought here by im- 
migrants from Yemen went on view 
at the Israel Museum's Sala Wing 
for Jewish Communities this week. 
The 14 stone utensils, which com- 
prise pots for cooking and bowls for 
eating. date from the "30s and are 
the remnants of an ancient Yemeni 
Jewish culture. for the properties of 
the stone were especially valued for 
their halachic purity. 

Soapstone is easy to carve and 
hardens on exposure to the sun. It 
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also holds and dissipates its heat 
evenly, a quality much prized by 
Yemeni cooks whén making clari- 
fied butter, porridge, and dishes for 
the Sabbath. While the use of stone 
vessels dates to early cultures, some 
of these.utensils have an astounding- 
ly modern. look to them,. evidence 
that'souiid, simple. and ical de- 
sign was ‘being Ὁ ed. in the 
mountains of Yemen long before 
modern industrial design took hold 
here.

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Humous as metaphor 


The two Kolbotek broadcasts 
about The Humous Situation. the 
first of which was shown last week 
and the second last night, came at a 
time of moral and political turmoil. 

It's highly unlikely that the Kol- 
botek producers consciously decided 
to say something about Jewish-Arab 
relations, using The Humous Situa- 
tion as a grand metaphor for life in 
the Muddled East. 


But even if they didn’t mean it to 
turn out that way, The Humous Sit- 
uation has become a way of talking 
about that other, more complicated. 
Situation. 

The slaughter of sacred cows, 
whether by knife, axe, or general 
bludgeoning, has always been part 
of the scene. though the speed with 
which new sacred cows are calved 
makes it difficult not to remain pt- 
ous about something. 

The latest cow on the block is that 
old standby, humous, which even 
more than felafel has been a basic 
commodity in the eating-out market 
for as long as anyone can remember 
eating out, itself a relatively new 
sacred cow as it has something to do 
with the birth of the Israeli leisure 
‘hour. 

The butchering of humous was 
accomplished by a combination of 
insidious innuendo about Arabs that 
spread as quickly as certain rumours 
about Jews used to spread at Pessah 
time in Russia, and that other old 
standby of the sacred cow slaughter- 
ing category — Kolbotek.

while the news shows the people as 
their own worst enemy. 

In any case, Kolbotek, following 
up the rumour about what is done to 
humous by restaurant kitchen work- 
ers —- who, it need not be said. are 
generally Arabs -- discovered that 
chickpea paste breeds bacteria as 
fast as refugee camps and Mea 
She’arim breed stone-throwers. 

In a normal country. presumably 
meaning one in which a politician's 
choice of residence isn’t duly noted 
by historians as a possible cause of 
civil war, a nationwide television re- 
port about the medical dangers in- 
herent in one of the few things 
shared by the combatants in that 
civil war should theoretically make 
people wonder why they're fighting. 
A common enemy is finally at hand 
- bacteria. Or, at the very least, 
lawsuits would have sprouted as 
quickly as gas masks in Ramallah. 

But in this country. there's a kind 
of inherent blithe gaicty in facing 
down reality, turning it into one 
more proof of the pudding each of 
us believe ourselves to be in. 

Besides, as more than one hu- 
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mous eater said this week, “Nobody 
ever believed otherwise about hu- 
mous.” Or as one humous gobbler 
said at a Sheinkin Street joint with 
the same name as a famous Old City 
restaurant, but not connected to it, 
“Humous wouldn't be humous witb- 
out the bacteria.” 

Thus, at humous joints around 
the city this week there seemed to 
be no relaxation of the pace with 
which people shmeared their hu- 
mous, nor any letdown in the ru- 
mours about how those. the army in 
the territories call locals, and in Tel 
“Aviv are called kitchen workers, ac- 
tually do prepare the stuff. 

Now, Tel Aviv humous is not at 
all.the same as humous made else- 
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where in the country, with the best 
humous made in Jerusalem, Haifa, 
Acre. Beersheba, and Nazareth. 
Bethlehem has good humous, as 
does Nablus, Ramallah and 
Hebron. 

It's only in Tel Aviv that there's 
no consistency to the consistency. 

Indeed, one way of advertising 
humous in Tel Aviv is to claim on. 
the menu that it's “real Jerusalem 
humous,” in which case, the Arabic 
word asikara, meaning real or true, 
is used to prove the point. 

It was only in 1975 that someone - 
actually served humous in Tel Aviv 
with the raw-onion, pepper, and 
hard-boiled egg that ashkara hu- 
mous requires. It happened on Re- 
πον Yirmiyahu, about the same time 
the first late-night blintzes joint 
opened, signalling the beginning of 
a mass consumption leisure lifestyle 
in north Tel Aviv. In those days 
there was only one pub in the city, in 
an old flourmill in the old Te) Aviv 
port. It served draught beer, olives, 
and, of course, Tel Aviv humous, 
which usually comes out of a can 
and is kept in a refrigerator, which is 
the best way to ruin humous. 

Nowadays, humous is not the 
main staple at pubs. Baguettes, not 
Pitot, are the status symbol of that 
scene. 

And despite the arrival in 1975 of 
ashkara humous, it's still almost 
impossible to find decent humous in 
this, the first Jewish city in two mil- 
lennia. 

Whatever the reason, no serious 
humous eater ~ one who can tell the 
difference between Jewish and Arab 
humous in Jerusalem, or the differ- 
ence between Mahane Yehuda hu- 
mous and Shuk HaCarmel humous — 
believes in Tel Aviv humous. 

Max-i-mum, as they say in He- 
brew. Jaffa is the place to get a 
decent fix.

designed to deter Iran. 
“In si ing Arab rights in the 
Gulf, Egypt wants Iran to realize 


that Arab-Persian dialogue must be 
conducted on a sound political and 
Islamic basis and that what has been 
happening on the battlefield will not 
solve any problem,” Ahmed wrote. 

Gulf Arabs and Egypt support 
last July’s UN Security Council reso- 
lution calling for a cease-fire, troop 
withdrawals and [ranian-Iraqi peace 
talks. They favour international mil- 
itary sanctions against Lran unless it 
cooperates. 

Also on Mubarak’s agenda is the 
Arab dispute with Israel and the so 
far unsuccessful effort to convene an 
international peace conference to 
solve it. 

More than two weeks of Palestin- 
ian rioting in the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip have un- 
derscored the need for a settlement. 

Government sources said Cairo 
will continue to follow its peace 


treaty with Israel despite opposition 
by its Arab neighbours. 

“We never apologized for the 
treaty and we don’t now, after the 
diplomatic boycott has ended.” a 
diplomatic source said. 

Nevertheless, Egypt has sharply 
condemned Israel's crackdown, on 


the Palestinian protests, in which. 


Israel says 22 rioters were killed. 


But sources said no diplomatic 
sanctions are planned beyond the 
official protest Cairo already has 
made to Israel. 

Rifaat el-Mabgoub, the Parlia- 
ment speaker and a senior member 
of Mubarak's party, outlined the po- 
sition after an opposition demand 
that diplomatic tes with Israel be 
cut, or at least that Egypt's ambassa- 
dor be withdrawn from Tel Aviv and 
israel’s envoy be expelled from 
Cairo.

EVERY DAY, Iranian television 
shows thousands of cheering basij, 
or volunteers. waving huge Islamic 
banners as they leave for the war 
front with Iraq. 

Revolutionary Guards Minister 
Mohsen Rafiq-Doust told one 
group: “We won't stop the war until 
the victory of Islam over the 
unbelievers. 

As Iran gears up for another 
ground offensive in the Gulf War, 

the Lraqis dig in around the battered 
southern port of Basra, the likely 
‘target of the big push.” 

A slogan on walls in the city: says: 
“The final harvest is 

Gen. Abdel Jabar Mohsen, the 
Iraqi army's chief spokesman, re- 
cently told reporters in Basra that 
the coming Lranian offensive was 
“the last kick of a dying man.” 

fran and Iraq have been at war 
since September 1980. Despite 
United Nations, Islamic and Arab 
efforts to end the conflict -- the long- 
est conventional war this century -- 
there is no sign of a halt to the 
slaughter. 

By Western estimates, more than 
one million people have been killed 
and 1.7 million wounded. Iran 
claims it has more than three million 
men under arms. The Iraqi army has 
an estimated one million men. 

iran has massed an estimated 
250.000 to 300,000 men in the south- 
ern sector of the front for a new 
push. The Iraqis have bolstered

For weeks. both sides have been 
talking of a renewal of intense fight- 
ing. Iran boasts of “delivering pow- 
erful blows.” while Iraq warns the 
Iranians that they will be “extermi- 
nated and massacred.” 

But beneath the sabre-rattling 
and declarations, analysts believe 


weariness with the carnage is seep-_ 


ing through on both sides. 

The war is clearly having an effect 
on their economies, causing wide- 
spread hardship and undermining -_ 
the populations” willingness 0 to make 
sacrifices. 

The Iranians have launched a-fi- 
nancial jihad, or boly war, exhorting 
people who can't fight to give mon- 
ey to support the fighters. Informed 
Iranian sources say people. have 
been forced to pay millions of dol- 
Jars for the war effort. 

Reports are rife of wealthy mer- 
chants who buy their sons out of 
military service. 

Many families have taken young 
sons out of the country before they 
reach the draft age. Now no male 
over the age of 13 is allowed to leave 
Iran. 

Leaders on both sides have been 
out in the countryside rallying their 
people for another round of fighting 
in the winter campaign season. 

Most of the major battles are in 
the winter because in summer, tem- 
peratures soar to a debilitating 480 
C. in the flatlands and flinty hills in 
the southern and central sectors of 
the 1.180-kilometre front.

DAMASCUS (Reuter) -- Amid the 
bustle of the souks of old Damascus. 
Syria’s scent-makers mix and match 
their potions to create while- -You- 
wait perfumes that combine the best 
of East and West. 

From a subtle Syrian version of 
Chanel No. 5 to the pungent aroma 
of indian patchouli, scent-makers 
like Talal Kanbarieh offer their cus- 
tomers 3 range of exotic choices at 
bargain prices. 

“It just needs some taste, art and 
a bit of scientific knowledge.” said 
Kanbarieh. 40. whose six-square- 
metre shop is a haven of tran uillity 
amid the hubbub of the 
Bzourieh ‘souk. 

As the tang of spices from neigh- 
bouring herb shops mingled with the 
aromas of the essences and extracts 
ranged around him. Kanbarieh deft- 
tv combined ingredients to produce 
a bottle of one of the world’s favour- 
ite scents, jasmine. 

Within 20 minutes. Kanbarieh 
made six different perfumes for a 
group of four Italian tourists who 
watched in amazement. The 36 gr.of 
scent cost them the equivalent of $4. 

“I've never seen another place 
like this,” said Marcella Baracco. 


one of the tourists, as she tucked her 
purchases into her handbag. “If I 
bought these in Italy or France they 
would cost me ἃ fortune.™ 

Among Kanbarieh’s expanding 

repertoire of perfumes are ones 
based on famous brands like Ara- 
mis, Givenchy. Monsieur Rochas. 
” Kanbarieh. who learnt his trade 
from his father, said most souk 
scent-makers produced traditional 
Middle Eastern perfumes, Western 
perfumes with a dash of oriental fla- 
vour. or Indian-style perfumes. 

“The most popular ones are the 
Middle Eastern perfumes such as 
jasmine and Arabian rose,” said 
Kandarieh, who studied chemistry 
for two years before taking over his 
father's shop 20 years ago. 

He said the first step in making 
perfume was to soak flowers in wa- 
ter until the oil leached out. 

“The oil is then collected as es- 
sence and put in 2 dark bottle to 
avoid light. The remaining per- 
fumed water is used in making cos- 
metics, for certain sweets and as-a 


base for cologne,” Kanbarieh said.

Ashes going 
‘Down under’ 


LONDON (Reuter) - The Ashes, 
the historic cricket trophy, are leav- 
ing Lord's for the first time for 60 
years and will be displayed at the 
bicentenary Test match between 
Australia and England starting in 
Sydney on January 29. 

A statement issued by MCC yes- 
terday said the four-inch-high urn 
would be sent to Sydney “provided 
secure transport” could be ar- 
ranged. The trophy is being insured 
for around £70,000 ($129,500). 

The Ashes were presented. to 
MCC in 1928 by Lady Darnley, wid- 
ow of Ivo Bligh, who captained the 
England team which beat Australia 
in Australia in 1883. The Ashes of a 
burnt stump had been given to him 
as a light-hearted follow-up to the 
“obituary of English cricket” placed 
in a newspaper following England's 
defeat by Australia in a home series 
the previous year. 

The MCC statement said: “As a 
goodwill gesture, the MCC commit- 
tee has agreed to loan the urn con- 
taining the Ashes to the organisers 
of the Australia-England Test 
match in Sydney on January 29-Feb- 
ruary 2. This is provided secure 
transport arrangements to and from 
Australia can finally be arranged. 

“The New South Wales Cricket 
Association has guaranteed the se- 
curity of the Ashes urn while it is in 
Australia.” The British museum is 
understood to have agreed to pack 
the um, the high valuation of which 
is based on its historic position in 
cricket. 

Meanwhile in Sydney, Ewen 
Chatfield for once upstaged bowling 
partner Richard Hadlee as New 
Zealand beat Sri Lanka by six wick- 
ets yesterday to go top of the World 
Series Cup table. 

Chatfield, whose steady seam 
bowling has gained little recognition 
during the his long association with 
Hadlee, took four for 32 in 9.2 overs 
and was named man of the match. 
Hadlee failed to take a wicket al- 
though his nine overs cost only 12 
runs. Ἔ 

Sri Lanka's total of 174 in 48.2 
overs on a blameless pitch was never 
likely to be enough and New Zea- 
land reached 178 for four in 48.4 
overs to add to their one-run win 
over Australia two days ago. 

Queensland continued their 
march towards ‘the Sheffield Shield 
with a 52-run victory over New 
South Wales in Brisbane on Mon- 
day. 

Queensland now have 24 points 
from five matches and lead Western 
Australia who moved into a clear 
second place with 18 after a three- 
wicket win over South Australia in 
Adelaide. 
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Open reply to an open letter

Dear Mottie Donnenberg. 

While I was delighted to see your reply of December 16 to my 
recent article on the errant behaviour of many of those involved with 
managing Israel's basketball teams, there were numerous factual 
errors, of which, due to space limitations, only the more grievous can 
be addressed: 

1. Of the four cases that came before the Israel Basketball Associa- 
tion's (IBA) disciplinary committee during one week in November. I 
was involved in one — not three as you stated. : 

2. It was not necessary for me to appear before the IBA disciplinary 
committee hearing on your actions because you bad already pleaded 
guilty to the charges as laid out in the joint report submitted by me 
and my colleague, Asa Kaminar. If you felt that the report erred, you 
could have pleaded otherwise. 

3. You don’t need to be afraid, Mottie: writing a reply to my article 
does not put yourself “in a bad position vis-a-vis the Referees’ 
Association.” This ridiculous statement implies somehow that we are 
going to “punish” Hapoel Holon for your letter. Your comment, 
unfortunately, is indicative of a certain type of unprofessional behav- 
iour typical of the many people involved in sports here in Israel. 
Wake up, Mottie: it’s 1988, not 1948. 

4, Finally, your description of the events that led up to your 
expulsion from the game against Gali] Elyon defies what is commonly 
known as reality. I was standing in the three-second {ane waiting to 
administer free throws, about five metres from you. when you came 
up out of your seat behind the end line and started screaming at me. 
You were not “talking to the second referee,” as you state, when I 
came ‘from the other end of the court” to throw you out. 

AS was noted before, the “other referee,” Kaminar, and I wrote 
the report jointly and signed it together after the game. So there 
certainly was no dispute between us regarding your actions. 

But, let’s assume for ἃ moment that the events were as νοῦ 
described them; that you “‘called out to the other referee,” and that 
you were “talking to (him)" when I came over and threw you out. 

That is exactly the point I’m making, and which you obviously 
missed -- it is ‘totally absurd for you or any other team official to be 
talking to the referee in any situation during the game. Why are you 
even in the vicinity? You have a more than competent coach and a 
fine captain, who, if there are any disputes concerning our officiating, 
will be delighted to let us know their opinions. And I will be happy to 
bear them out — and not you -- within the limits of the rule book and 
spirit of the game. . 

Mottie, I had the feeling that I wrote about oranges (management 
behaviour) and you talked about apples (level of refereeing). Should 
the IBA suddenly take up the discussion of officiating and desire to 
increase its level — and we are by n0 means perfect -- please let me 
know. If the IBA is really serious. why don’t they put together a 
committee of basketball management, active and former referees, 
coaches and players to study the issue and come up with some binding 
recommendations? 

Unfortunately, my colleagues and I have been listening to the same 
blah-blah concerning the “situation” of referees in Israel, at the very 
least, since I made aliya nine years ago, and πὸ doubt. there was 
similar talk for some time before that. too. I see no reason why there 
will be any changes in the near future. 

Fortunately, the referees do take the subject seriously, and, despite 
the fact that officiating is only a “hobby,” we devote countless hours 
to improving our standards through the study of films, courses and 
clinics, and the discussion of various game cases. Currently. we have 
20 of our most promising future refereés attending a special course 
directed by referees David Dagan and Reuven Virovnik. 

As you pointed out, the record of achievements of our referees 
both at home and in Europe is well known and. I believe. highly 
Tespected. 

If the level of management in Israel was as good as the officiating. 
then I-suppose that all players would get paid on time and many local 
team officials would be spending their time more constructively 
instead of being in the court-rooms defending numerous !aw suits for 
breach of contract.

If the economy is to grow, exports must grow faster

Twelve is the magic number ban- 
died around the Industry and Trade 
Ministry these days. According to 
the ministry's economists, Israel's 
exports (excluding diamonds) must 
grow 12 per cent this year if the 
much dreamed of economic growth 
is really going to take off. . 

Is this figure realistic? 

Tamar Ben-Yosef, the minisiry 
official in charge of planning and 
economic research, is ambivalent 
and wary of making policy state- 
ments that will find their way into 
priot. Of all the government minis- 
tries, Ariel Sharon’s seems to be the 
one which wants most to avoid the 
public eye. except for carefully 
drafted press releases that say very 
little. 

When pushed Beu-Yosef says, 
choosing her words carefully: “If we 
don’t introduce policies to ensure 

rs" profitability. then I don’t 
think we'll see a 12 per cent 
growth.” 

Her pessimism is hased on shrink- 
ing world markets, on the one hand, 
and the drastic decline in the dollar's 
value on the other. 

But, and this is a big but, “if we 
introduce detailed policies, adopt- 
ing a long-term approach, to ensure 
profitability, then we can approach 
this figure.” These policies, says 
Ben-Yosef, have to be designed for 
specific markets, in other words the 
dollar bloc. but they do not include 
a devaluation, she says. A devalua- 


. tion is a general measure which will 


affect all export-oriented industries 
while also increasing inflationary 


Pressures. . 

The obvious question, then, is 
what policies will ensure exporters’ 
profitability as well as providing a 
sense of certainty to allow for long- 
term planning? 

Here, Ben-Yosef refuses to be 
drawn. Thinking things over care- 
fully before she speaks, she says 
economists are discussing this issue 
at the moment but it is not for her to 
burst into print. 

Eventually, she says, the govern- 
ment has to design a more flexible 
framework to encourage exporters. 
“[ really don’t want to go into this,” 
she adds kurriedly, mentioning that 
there are many means to promote 
exports such as increasing the gov- 
ernment-sponsored marketing fund 
and money for research and devel- 
opment. 

“Let's put it this way.” she says, 
“our ministry has placed a number 
of demands to the cabinet to encour- 
age exports.” 

Ben-Yosef's hesitancy to discuss 
these issues are puzzling because it 
is no secret that Sharon has, for 
some months, demanded more 
money from the government for 
marketing funds and increased re- 
search and development. 

One idea economists may be con- 
sidering is providing exporters with 
exchange rate tees via futures 
and forwards. The problem with this 
is that if the government itself pays 
the fees connected with these, there 
could be a danger of Israel's major 
trading partners -- the U.S. and the 
European Community -- crying foul. 
The U.S., in particular, might retali- 


ate by imposing countervailing du- 
.ties on Israeli goods, arguing that 
the Israeli government, through its 
premium payments, is directly sub- 
Sidizing its exporters. 

Ben- Yosef feels on firmer ground 
when di ing the overall situation 
of Israeli industry. In the past two 
years private consumption has 
grown rapidly (in 1986 by 14 per 
cent and last year by 7.5 per cent). 
‘These increases were accompanied 
by a 7 per cent rise in productivity, 
compared with the same period the 
year before. 

This is what gives the impression 
of industrial growth, says Ben-Yo- 
sef. But the real lynchpin for eco- 
nomic growth lies with exports. If 
exports grow 12 per cent, this will 
lead to an annual economic growth 
rate of 5 per cent, as was the case 
between 1973-9. At present indus- 
trial exports are increasing at 
around half the desired rate. : 

And the reason for that goes back 
to the problem of exchange rates. 
Their instability is a major reason 
for the slowdown in exports, Ben- 
Yosef says. From around 1980 to 
1985, the value of European curren- 
cies steadily declined against the 
dollar; since then the situation has 
been the reverse. 

One solution that’s been offered 
for exchange rate problems is to 


have exporters switch markets ac-. 


cording to the changes in the curren- 
cy markets: When ‘the dollar is 
strong, sell to the U.S.; when it is 
weak, sell to Europe. 

But Ben- Yosef says this is unreai- 
istic. “Ideally, the more flexibility

_ the better. But in reality it doesn't 
work that way.” Every product has 
its certain market; goods do not find 

outlets by chance, she says. 

In food and clothing, for instance, 
Israeli goods face no barriers in the 
European Community while in the 
U.S. they still carry duties. There 
are also historical ties to certain 
markets. Israel's export of oranges 
and fruit juices began during the 
Mandatory period, and so Israel has 
always looked to Europe as the mar- 
ket for such products. Also in mat- 
ters of taste with regard not only to 
food but also clothing. Israel has 
much closer ties with Europe be- 
cause of the influence of European 
immigrants to here. 

In the high technology sector, on 
the other hand, Israel is more close- 
ly linked with the U.S. Israelis look- 
ing to do doctoral or post-doctoral 
research in technological fields go to 
the U.S. Most of the foreign invest- 
ment here in technology comes from 
América while there are numerous 
scientific accords between Jerusa- 
lem and Washington. 

All this goes to show that certain 

goods have their certain markets, 

which take time and planning to es- 
tablish. The work going into devel- 
oping these markets can go down 
the drain when the currencies rela- 
tionships alter radically but, Ben- 

Yosef insists, running from market 

to market to keep ahead of these 

fluctuations is just pot feasible. 

Exchange rate guarantees would 
teduce that risk but create a risk ofa 
different sort — America’s wrath.

Amnesty said more than 100 Ar- 
gentine children are still missing in 
the wake of the “dirty war” against 
suspected subversives in the late 
1970s. 

Some were abducted with their 


parents. Others were bora in secret 


detention centres and forcibly sepa- 
rated from their parents, sometimes 
to be adopted by families connected 
with the police or military services. 

Since 1977, 41 of the chiidren 
have been traced by humanitarian 
groups but many others are feared 
to have suffered violent deaths. 

Scores of other children have van- 
ished in Sri Lanka, Afghanistan and 
Peru, Amnesty said. 

Other children have lived their 
whole lives behind bars. 

Noor Jahan was just one year old 
when she was jailed in Burma with 
her mother who was suspected of 
being an illegal immigrant. Today 
she is 31. still in jail and has never 
been charged. . 

All over the world, children die in 


massacres ‘of civilians by military 
forces, Amnesty said. Women and 
children were among more than 200 
people killed by Syrian and Syrian- 
backed troops in the northern Leba- 
nese city of Tripoli in 1986. Witness- 
es say some of the victims had been 
shot in the head. 

In Iraq, about 300 children and 
young people were arrested in 1985, 
apparently seized because of the po- 
litical activities of their relatives. At 
least 29 were reported to have been 
executed, some with their eyes 
gouged out. Bodies returned to fam- 
ilies bore marks of torture. 

Western countries are not exempt 
from abuses against children. 

In the U.S., children have been 
sentenced to death and executed for 
crimes committed when they were 
as young as 15, despite international 
human rights standards which pro- 
hibit capital punishment for people 
under 18. 

Children in Pakistan, Bangla- 
desh, Iraq, Barbados and Iran have 
also been sentenced to death and 
executed, Amnesty said. :

Medium- and long-term 
interest rates won’t rise 


David Klein, head of the mone- 
‘tary department at the Bank of Isra- 
el, said Monday that interest rates 
on medium- and long-term borrow- 
ing would not rise this year, despite 
the unprecedentedly heavy schedule 
of government borrowing. 

Klein told The Jerusalem Post that 
he personally did not go along with 
the consensus view that the weight 
of debt recycling due this year would 
inevitably force the government to 
offer higher yields on new debt.

Yesterday, a pack of Time, which 
accounts for about 70 per cent of the 
market, couldn't even be found in 
the Dubek plant, he said. 

Israeli smokers are no strangers to 
periodic cigarette shortages, which

ISRAELIS should not need an 


insolent, meddlesome British 


minister of state for foreign affairs to teil them that the root 
cause of the recent, and continuing, “disturbances” in Gaza 
has been the sheer, unrelieved hopelessness of the 700,000 


Palestinians cooped up in the 


towns, villages and refugee 


camps of this narrow strip along the Mediterranean. Or to 
jearn that “to write off these disturbances as organized exter- 
nally or by just a few people in the PLO, is to totally underesti- 
mate the misery of the lives of the people, which is all too 


obvious.” 


But apparently they do. For the melancholy fact is that 
government leaders, most of them, find it easier to dreamily 
point an accusing finger at outside PLO agitators and local 
inciters, than listen to Palestinian elders, themselves PLO 
frontmen, who fret over their own inability to control this new 
unruly generation of desperate would-be martyrs. 

Three out of every four Gazans are today under 25, and they 
have very little to lose. The best they can look forward to — 
even those fortunate enough to gain a higher education - may 
be employment inside Israel as farmworkers or dishwashers. 
Their lot would doubtless have been harder under Egypt's 
brutal whip. But the Egyptians were at least Arabs, and in any 
case the young Gazans have no personal recollection of pre-

problem of the Palestinians. But in almost no time at all, and 
especially after the Arabs, assembled in Khartoum, formulat- 
ed their infamous three “noes,” holding-on to Gaza became a 
Labour Government policy; and the policy was duly taken up 
by the nationalist Right. Suddenly, both Labour and Herut 


agreed that Israel would be in mortal 


danger without Gaza. 


The policy easily survived the conclusion of the Camp David 
accords in 1978, and the subsequent failure of Israel-Egyptian 
talks on autonomy for the Palestinians in the West Bank and 


Gaza. A proposal for testing 


the autonomy in Gaza first, 


though endorsed by Egypt's president and Israel's serge ata 
meeting in 1980, came to naught. Like the West Bank, Gaza 
was to remain a part of Israel forever, autonomy or no 


autonomy. 


True, even the worst Gaza-addicted Israeli politicians real- 
ize that, in its present state, the area is something of a liability, 
too. They seem to believe, however, that they can talk the 
Arab states into preventing the Gaza “population bomb” from

The Gaza tangle will not easily be unravelled even around 
the negotiating table.

Tax resistance could be carried 
out through legal channels that 
would likewise clog the court sys- 
tem, he added. 

“Tf all Palestinians start appealing 
against their taxes, then we can put 
the court system into a mess.” he 
said. 


And while raising the Palestinian 
flag is illegal, if “everybody raised 
Palestinian flags. they could not ar- 
rest everybody.” Awad said. 


Palestinian sources said that the 
initiative announced by Seniora re- 
flects a growing feeling of frustra- 
tion among the older generation and 
leaders over the violence by youths 
in the streets. 


“Not everyone wants to throw 
stones, but they feel they want to get 
involved. People like Seniora are

The making of a 
banana republic. 


SCENARIO 1: The deputy foreign 
minister of Israel tours Liverpool 
after the 1980 riots, in which hun- 
dreds of casualties are inflicted by 
the security forces when mobs of 
unemployed, mostly black and 
Asian, put buildings to the torch, 
pelt police with stones and block 
streets with barricades. 

A local resident. approaches the 
visiting Israeli official and complains 
that his 14-year-old son, arrested for 
disorderly conduct, is innocent. The 
Israeli minister turns to the officer in 

of the area’s security and, in 
front of the TV cameras, demands 
to know how it is possible to treat 
children so brutally. 

He then addresses the members 
of the press who are there at his 
invitation and declares “This is an 
affront to civilized values. It’s ap- 
palling that in London there is pros- 
perity and here there is misery on a 
scale that rivals anything anywhere 
in the world. When you look at the 
human conditions in these slums, it 
is shaming that money is flowing out 
of this city into the British exche- 
quer but money is not being put in.” 

The Israeli minister then goes to 
London and is received by the for- 
eign secretary. The subject of his 
remarks is never brought up by the 
secretary. 

SCENARIO 2: The ambassador of 
Israel to the U.S. visits Philadelphia 
in 1984, when the police are sum- 


ONCE AGAIN, the American me- 
dia and government are castigating 
Israel, and I find myself caught in 
the middle. During the terrible sum- 
mer of 1982, I was in America and 
freely expressed my strong opinions 
about Arik Sharon's disastrous mili- 
tary adventures in various articles. 
But also upsetting was the wild and 
exaggerated criticism from the Rea- 
gan administration and the U.S. me- 
dia of Israel's invasion of Lebanon 
and the violent anti-Israel propa- 
ganda, including President Reagan 
showing a picture (later revealed to 
be a fraud) of a Lebanese child 
maimed by Israeli shelling. 

I found myself furious and forced 
to defend Israel against the moral 
lectures I received from American 
friends at the time. I also had the gut 
feeling that the Americans were 
much more involved in the Leba- 
nese catastrophe than anyone was 
willing to admit, and that my liberal 
American friends were bypocritical- 
ly unwilling to look at what their 
own government was doing and 
teady to put the blame on anyone 
else, especially Israel. 


These suspicions were confirmed 
recently by a surprising full-page ar- 
ticle in the September 29 Chicago 
Tribune with a big picture of Sharon 
smiling in the centre. The headline 
was, of all things: “Road to Nicara- 
gua: how the CIA inherited the 
Contras — covert funds for Lebanese 
leader ultimately directed to the re- 
bels.” The caption under the picture 
was “Former Israeli defence minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon (above) sought $10 
million in paramilitary CIA aid for 
Gemayel.” 

The article, an excerpt from Bob 
Woodward's book The Secret Wars 
of the CLA 1981-1987 described how 
Gemayel had been recruited to be a 
CIA agent (!) and how Arik, Ge- 
mayel and former CIA director Wil- 
liam Casey discussed and planned 
the Lebanese war with the aim of 
installing a pro-American Christian 
government. Then after Gemayel 
was assassinated by Syrian agents, 
the whole scheme fell apart. The
